Response to Amendment 
In response to the amendment filed 1 1/14/2003, claims 1-6, 10-12, 20-23, 26, and 29-35 
are amended. Claims 1-35 are pending. 

A llowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-35 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: 

There is not taught or disclosed in the prior art the laser systems or methods as claimed 
including a mode-locking element and a nonlinear increasing loss element, the nonlinear 
increasing loss element including a semiconductor material having a band gap larger than the 
energy of a photon at the operating wavelength, but less than twice that energy. The loss element 
has a thickness and position within the cavity to provide increasing absorption of radiation.
